Wrecked 
Off 
Coast. 
Miami, Fla., Oct. 20.—Alter blowing 
a gale Friday. Saturday and Sunday 
the storm predicted for south Florida 
broke over this place Sunday about 
nightfall. 
In a few hours Miami and 
most of the towns on tire east coast 
of Florida were cut off from commu­ 
nication with the outside world. Tel­ 
egraph wires were blown down and 
the railroad tracks were obstructed, 
and not until last evening was com­ 
munication restored.

B. Bryan of the University of Indiana, 
who succeeded Dr. Atkinson as super­ 
intendent of education in the Philip­ 
pines, and Prof. L. S. Rowe of the 
University of Pennsylvania, who was 
chairman of the commission to revise 
the laws of Porto Rico, spoke of the 
work in which they had bad a part 
during the last few years. 
Dr. Bryan 
paid a warm tribute to Dr. Atkinson, 
who organized the educational system 
In the Philippines. He said that in the 
three and a half years since the Ameri 
can system was started under 1,000 
American and 3,000 native teachers 
the school attendance had increased 
until today there are 290,000 children 
in the day schools, 10,000 children and 
adults In the night schools, 600 stu­ 
dents In the normal school In Manila, 
500 in the trade school and 200 In the 
nautical school, all of them studying 
In the English language. 
At the end 
of the third year, more English is 
spoken in the Philippines than there 
was Spanish at the end of three cen­ 
turies. 
The speaker made an earnest 
plea for fair dealing with the Filipinos 
in education.
